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Local Sailors Ready for Figawi

Great sailing, camaraderie, family time and joke- 
telling are part of the local yacht club scene, and these 
activities will be celebrated once again when members of 
the Mattapoisett Yacht Club (MYC) and the Beverly Yacht 
Club prepare for the annual Figawi race event being held 
Friday, May 27 through Monday, May 30. 

The sailboat race, held that Saturday, starts 
in Hyannis and ends at the Nantucket Boat Basin on 
Nantucket Island. The return race, held on Monday, 
reverses the route. The race is approximately 22 to 26 
nautical miles each way, depending upon the race route 
given to each class of boats. The event is the first major 
regatta of the season in the Northeast, and kicks off the 
summer season for the two Tri-Town yacht clubs.

"In the old days, we'd have the Skipper's Meeting 
on Friday evening, where we'd synchronize our watches 
and go over the rules, but today, with GPS, the meeting 
is a social event bringing old and new friends together," 
said Charlie Prefontaine, a member of the MYC. 

This will be Mr. Prefonataine's 24th year entering 
the race. Mr. Prefontaine skippers Helios, a 35-foot Alberg 
built by Pearson, moored off Mattapoisett. Prefontaine 
and his MYC crew have performed well in the Figawi, 
winning the event in 1996 and 2004 and coming in with a 
team trophy in 2010. 

"As skipper, I write the checks, sand the bottom 
and drive," said Mr. Prefontaine. "But we rely on our 
competent crew, especially our bow man, mainsail 
trimmer and jib trimmer," said Mr. Prefontaine. 

Other Prefontaine family members participate in 
the event as well, including wife Nancy, and daughter, 
Nicole, who skipper and first mate in the race. "We 
surveyed our crew and found that, between all of us, 
we have over 80 years of sailing experience," said Mr. 
Prefontaine, who estimates that 220 sailboats and over 
1,000 sailors will participate in the event this year. "In this

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economy, that's good/' said Mr. Prefontaine. 

The Beverly Yacht Club (BYC), in Marion, has five 
or possibly six entries in the Figawi. 

"This is a fun race,'' said Tom Denney of Marion 
and a member of the BYC. "We finished first in 2008 and 
last year we finished mid-fleet," said Mr. Denney. "When 
I started [Figawi], I was in my twenties and it was a party 
atmosphere, but we've brought up our family sailing 
and find that the event has evolved into a family thing," 
said Mr. Denney, whose son and daughter took first and 
fourth, in recent Figawi' s in the high school invitational 
held each Sunday morning of the weekend. Other Marion 
sailboats participating include Corsair, Bacchae and 
Sequoia, a J109 skippered by Dan Grossman. 

The official race begins with a warning signal at 
9:55 am, with the first of the series of sailboats readying 
for the 10:00 am start signal. Smaller, slower boats go 
first and the larger, faster boats follow. "The starts for the 
different classes are staggered because there are so many 
boats in the water waiting, and theoretically, we all finish 
around the same time," said Mr. Denney. 

The Monday return race has about one-third 
the participants, but is a competitive race. On Sunday 
morning, a joke-telling session takes place from 10:00 am 
until 11:45 am. Participants come on stage and tell their 
best joke. 

Mr. Prefontaine said that the Mattapoisett 
Yacht Club is seeking new members. Annual dues are

"My dad was a teacher at New Bedford Voc-

said Mr. Prefontaine. The MYC has approximately 
120 members and is among the oldest in the country. 
"You don't have to be a boat owner to join," said Mr.

2011 Rochester County Fair Canceled

During the past eleven summers, the Rochester 
County Fair has become an event anticipated by locals 
for its country flavor and sights of frog races, activity 
booths, local food, tractor pulls, live music and antique 
cars. However, this year, the show will not go on. Due 
to the looming threat of the Eastern Equine Encephalitis 
(FEE) virus - which last year led to the cancellation of the 
fair's evening activities - the event will not take place this 
August. 

Landowner Gibbs Bray - who owns the parcel 
that is home to the fair - decided to cancel the event this 
year due to concerns about potential litigation if someone 
contracts the FEE virus on his land. According to Duffy 
Clapp of the Rochester County Fair Committee, Mr. Bray 
and others attempted to locate insurance to cover the FEE 
threat - but none would cover that risk. 

"There was no insurance we could find. That's 
the problem. Even the town looked into it. We could 
not find anyone to write a program for that particular 
insurance. There is nothing to prevent the virus, nothing,'' 
Mr. Clapp said, remarking that as recently as three years 
ago a Rochester man contracted FEE. 

The committee did consult with the Board of 
Health on the matter prior to making this decision. Board 
of Health agent Karen Walega acknowledged that at this 
point there is no way to determine if enough mosquitoes 
will be out this summer to constitute a threat, but that 
anything is possible. 

"It is hard to tell what the season will bring, but 
August is the prime time for FEE to emerge," she said, 
noting that the risk is "a mystery" until July The local 
BOH often follows recommendations passed down by 
the state health agency, which had prompted the board

to recommend that the committee cancel nighttime fair 
events last year. 

To circumvent the liability issue, Mr. Clapp said 
that the fair committee is seeking out alternative public 
sites for future county fairs, and anticipates that it will 
be revived next year. In the meantime, the committee is 
hosting an alternative ''Family Fun Day'' event at Dexter 
Lane Park on August 21 that will include the traditional 
parade and family games. However, the full-blown fair 
will have to wait. 

"We were between a rock and a hard place. We 
couldn't do that to the owner of the land," said Bev Pierce 
of the Rochester County Fair committee. "We worried 
about working on it only to have the rug pulled out from 
under us at the last minute," she said, adding, "People are 
sue-happy it's allowed. We can't take the chance. None of 
us want to spend time going to court." 

Mr. Clapp stressed, however, that the committee 
is working hard to locate a public site that the fair could 
use on a "permanent basis." This land would require 
extensive preparation, he said, and would need to 
be of considerable size to accommodate the fair. For 
now, he said there is "no one to blame" for the event's 
cancellation. 

"Mr. Bray helped us tremendously in past years, 
let us use his land and bought insurance policies. He's 
done a lot for us. . . we have no problem abiding by what 
the [BOH] says," he said.

Mattapoisett Statue Honors Metacomet

In the great scheme of history, European presence 
in New England is merely a blip in time compared to 
the 12,000 years that Native American tribes like the 
Wampanoag resided on this land. King Philip's or 
Metacomet's war - a bloody battle in 1675-1676 that pitted 
English colonists and their Native American allies against 
Sachem Metacomet and various tribes - represented a 
turning point that marked colonist domination of New 
England. 

Mattapoisett sculptor David Englund, a former 
anthropology professor, is channeling the spirit of 
Metacomet in his most recent sculpture that is on display 
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with Art Tebbetts & Matt Borello

at the Mattapoisett Free Public Library. Although its 
dimensions are small, the 11 -inch high bronze bust of 
Metacomet's face is a powerful presence of a man who 
defiantly fought to protect the land of his ancestors. 

The 20-pound bronze head took Mr. Englund six 
months to complete, and the sculptor created a proud, 
angular face with high cheekbones and thin lips. Mr. 
Englund noted that representations of Metacomet often 
are ugly or unattractive, although his sculpture is a 
more dignified face of a man known for his bravery and 
ability to escape from colonist attacks. In the end, it was 
Captain Benjamin Church - with the help of Christianity- 
converted 'Traying Indian'' John Alderman - who 
killed Metacomet. His head was mounted on a pike and 
transported to Plymouth, where it stood for more than 20 
years, Mr. Englund said. 

"\ wonder if I had been here [as a Wampanoag], 
whether I would have passed on defiance or acquiesce,'' 
mused Mr. Englund. 

Details in Mr. Englund' s sculpture are the 
product of his own research into the rise and fall of 
Metacomet. The feathers are pulled back on his head 
because Metacomet had worn them that way to avoid 
detection, Mr. Englund explained. Also, Metacomet is 
wearing a necklace of wolf teeth, another indicator of his 
bravery In Metacomet' s ear is a silver wire with a single 
earring attached, made from seashell. As a substance, 
seashell was so important to the area natives that the term 
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Wampanoag actually translates to ''seasheir'. 

Mr. Englund mounted the bust on a large solid 
oak base in recognition that Metacomet's capture occurred 
under an oak tree. 

One noted trait of Metacomet and other pieces 
by Mr. Englund is the absence of eyes in the sockets. 
''Eyeballs block your entering into a piece/' he explained. 
When approaching the statue, Metacomet' s eyes seem to 
glint with the interaction of light on bronze. 

The statue represents a man who was part of a 
tribe that Mr. Englund greatly admires. "The chiefs were 
quite learned and knowledgeable of nature," he said, 
noting that they never took from the land more than they 
needed. Mr. Englund said that in conversations with

modern-day descendents of the Wampanoag, there is 
still resentment about the taking of land and the legacy 
of Metacomet. "Some want to forget about him, some 
don't/' he said. 

For now, Mr. Englund is hoping that 
Metacomet' s life is not forgotten and that children are 
educated about this chapter in history. The sculptor even 
made a trip to Old Hammondtown recently to share with 
students his creation and the story of Metacomet.

to review the Warrant for the Town Meeting. On Monday, 
May 23, the selectmen will meet at Old Colony High 
School, located at 476 North Ave in Rochester. The Annual 
Town Meeting will begin at 6:30 pm, and there will be a 
Special Town Meeting at 6:45 pm. 

The Board and the Finance Committee reviewed 
two articles for the Special Town Meeting and sixteen 
articles for the Annual Town Meeting. All articles 
requiring approval by the Board and/ or the Finance 
Committee were unanimously approved. The complete 
Warrant for both the Special Town Meeting and the 
Annual Town Meeting are available from Town Hall and 
in this issue of The Wanderer. 

Mr. LaCamera delivered an abbreviated 
presentation on the town budget, saying that "The town 
is financially sound and stable in very difficult financial 
times.'' The town set out to maintain all staff and services 
during this tough economic time and this budget does 
that. The recommended budget offers a 2 percent cost- 
of-living increase for non-union staff to match the 
contractual increase unions will receive. 

Mr. LaCamera explained that $20,000 of 
stabilization funds would be used in the budget leaving 
a balance of $1,384,000. Another $110,000 will be used for 
an interim period until the tax abatement period ends. 
The $110,000 will then be returned to the Stabilization 
Fund in the fall. The Stabilization Fund has recently saved 
the town money by improving the bond rating, allowing 
the town to borrow for the RMS project at a 3.2 percent 
interest rate, he said. This low rate saved the taxpayers 
money, according to Mr. LaCamera. 

Overall, the budget requested from Town 
Meeting voters is up $519,793 or 3.06 percent. The most 
significant sources of the increase are due to population 
increases in town, with the ORR budget up $249,267

NOD Bylaw Article Defeated 

Marion Town Meeting 
By Anne Kakley 

The Annual Marion Town Meeting was called to 
order by Moderator David Titus on May 16, 2011 in the 
Sippican School Auditorium at 6:48 pm. Once a quorum 
was noted, town meeting members convened to decide 
the fate of a 36-article warrant. 

Article 1 asked the Town to compensate elected 
officials according to the following annual salaries: $4,806 
for each Selectman, $4,744 for each Assessor, $1,830 for 
each Board of Health member, $19,111 for the Town Clerk, 
$240 for the Town Moderator's annual town meeting and 
$79 for each special town meeting. Article 1 passed. 

Article 2 asked the Town to approve an $18,024,120 
operating budget for Fiscal Year 2012 (FY12). A motion 
to increase Recreation Director Jody Dicker son's job from 
a part-time $29,000 a year position to a full-time $55,000 
a year position failed. The Town approved the annual 
operating budget by passing Article 2. 

Articles 3 and 4, which asked the Town to 
allot $2,032,280 to operate the Water Enterprise Fund

and $2,304,848 to operate the Sewer Enterprise Fund 
respectively, both passed. 

The town meeting members then passed a motion 
to take Article 28 out of order. 

Article 28 asked the Town to amend a zoning bylaw 
to include a ''Neighborhood Overlay District'' (NOD) in 
the area of Route 6 and Front Street. As written, the bylaw 
would encompass 33 acres, 12 of which are undeveloped. 
The new overlay zoning called for two-story development 
of new buildings in the proposed area, reduced setbacks 
and shared driveways. According to the Planning 
Board, the purpose of the NOD was to prevent "sprawl 
development" and maintain the "historic seaside village 
character" of Marion while providing some valuable

affordable housing over businesses in the NOD districts. 
The NOD weis presented to the Tow^n Meeting after 
months of hearings, and weiS the second incarnation of 
the proposed district - a similar bylaws weiS tabled at tow^n 
meeting tw^o years ago. 

In a brief presentation before discussion. Planning 
Board Vice Chairman Tom Magauran outlined the 
benefits of the proposed NOD, calling the measure 
a way to ''shape future grow^th'', make a "walkable'' 
neighborhood setting in the NOD area and provide 
Marion ''protection from 40B" affordable housing 
projects. 

A similar presentation from professional planner 
and Marion resident John Rockw^ell asked the tow^n to 
vote dow^n the NOD, w^arning that the proposed bylaw 
was the product of a planning fad, and that Marion's 
"small commercial district [w^ould] have the commercial 
uses squeezed out" as a result of the zoning. Moreover, 
he noted that there w^as no sew^er capacity for increased 
density created by the district. "Why change status quo?" 
he asked. "Please, vote no." 

"This [bylaws] is delusional to say the least," said 
resident Eric Radin. "Most of us living in this tow^n are 
not interested in grow^th or commerce. . . I think if you 
are interested in pushing this [bylaws], you should move 
somew^here else." 

Some residents gave examples of tow^ns that 
employ ''new urban development" and are considered

''walking towns'', including Bristol, RI and Seaside, FL. 
Despite backing from a vocal group of supporters, the 
majority of speakers reflected concerns about a failing 
commercial district, lack of sewer for growth, and fear 
that the changes would hurt the businesses in the village 
area by shifting commerce north of Route 6.

from the winter of 2010/2011; to transfer $116,860 from 
Water Enterprise Fund retained earnings for paying 
interest on a loan for water system improvements; to 
transfer $42,000 from free cash for paying expenses 
associated with the ongoing landfill closure project; to 
transfer $6,300 in free cash to pay 2007, 2008 and 2009 
audit reports balances; to transfer $20,000 from free cash 
to continue mold remediation in the basement of the 
Town House. All five articles on the STM warrant passed. 

The town then reconvened into the annual Town 
Meeting and voted to take Article 8 out of order for 
the sake of a presentation from Jeff Moore of Volunteer 
Firefighter Insurance Services (VFIS) on the benefits of 
passing Article 8, which asked the Town to raise and 
appropriate $72,000 for the institution of a ''Length of 
Service'' award program for call firefighters in Marion. 
Mr. Moore said that the award program would, upon 
retirement, financially compensate on-call firefighters who 
worked within town on a scale according to how long 
they worked. 

The article was not recommended by FinCom said 
Chairman Alan Minard, because it "added to tax burden", 
and would not likely retain firefighters or change the 
quality of fire response in town. If adopted, the program 
would increase costs $1074 per firefighter per year for the 
next decade, he said, adding: "We believe it is misleading 
the taxpayers to present this in the warrant as a one-time 
expense."

Article 21 asked the Town to transfer $60,000 from 
the Sewer Enterprise retained earnings for the purchase of 
a replacement one-ton pick-up truck with a hoist. Article 
21 passed. 

Article 22 asked the Town to appropriate or transfer 
from free cash, a sum of money for the Stabilization 
Account. According to Town Accountant Judy Mooney 
this appropriation would raise the stabilization account 
from $1,500,000 to $1,720,000.

at a range of attributes including educational leadership, 
personal qualities and characteristics, budgeting skills, 
understanding of federal and state law, public relations 
ability, and direction on curriculum.

Rochester School Committee member Robin

White promised to hire a new Director of Curriculum 
and Instruction - and he delivered when the district hired 
Elise Frangos last November. "It is great to have [Ms. 
Frangos] with us," she said. 

Similarly, Dr. Bangs commented on the hiring of 
Facilities Director Steve Murphy as a 
"remarkable find," adding, "there has been a

transformation from a nice building into a beautiful 
building/' Mattapoisett School Committee member 
Joyce Lavoie seconded those comments. ''I would attend 
facilities meetings [for Old Hammondtown] with nothing 
getting done so I brought the concern to Mr. White, who 
then attended a meeting with [Mr.] Murphy. After that 
things got done. They took control of the meeting and 
took responsibility.'' 

Additionally, Mr. White was complimented on 
his ability to distill complicated budgets into digestible 
information. 

"One area of significant strength is [Mr. White's] 
ability to create PowerPoint presentations and summaries 
of the budget. It is extremely helpful in understanding the 
budget and letting people know about it," said Sharon 
Hartley of the Rochester School Committee. 

Brad Gordon of the Marion School Committee 
spoke on Mr. White's guidance during the collective 
bargaining process. "His support, the data provided, and 
the guidance and information were invaluable to have at 
our disposal to make informed decisions. We didn't have 
those tools in the past," he said. 

"The effects of our decisions [during the collective 
bargaining process] are more apparent today," added 
Nick Decas of the ORR School Committee. "It's like night 
and day." 

"I've been on the committee for 11 years. This is 
the toughest financial straits I've ever seen, but we're in 
strongest administrative position I've seen in a long time," 
Ms. Rounseville also said. 

"I'm especially proud of the administrative 
team that has been put together in past few years. His 
administrative team has a clear vision and purpose," 
echoed Jim O'Brien, ORR district school committee. 

Although in general the committee members 
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applauded Mr. White's efforts, a few recommendations 
were offered. For example. Dr. Bangs said that he wanted 
to see more evidence that Mr. White regularly visits 
classrooms. Marion School Committee member Jane 
McCarthy agreed that Mr. White should schedule in 
classroom visits for two to three hours per week. "The 
staff would feel more valued by his presence,'' she said. 

Also, Charlie Motta of the Mattapoisett School 
Committee expressed a desire for more feedback from the 
Student Council. "Situations with drugs are not shared 
or mechanically given to us so we know what in reality is 
happening in school," he said. 

Discussion on the superintendent ended with 
comments on his personal traits. "Every decision he 
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makes, every initiative, boils down to: it is all about the 
kids. That theme comes up again and again and again. 
'This is best for the students so this is what we'll do,''' Dr. 
Bangs said. 

Mr. White expressed thanks for the positive 
comments and support. "This is a team effort, a 
collaborate effort. . .We're very lucky to be in these three 
towns that support us they way they do," he said. 

The Superintendency Union and ORR District 
School Committee formally voted to agree that Mr. 
White's performance merits consideration of greater 
compensation, and entered executive session to hash out 
these details. 

In other business presented earlier in the 
meeting, both the ORR District School Committee and 
the Superintendency Union endorsed higher lunch prices 
throughout all levels in the district. The high school and 
junior high price would rise from $2.50 to $2.75, and the 
elementary school prices would increase from $2.25 to 
$2.50. The individual school committees' nod of approval 
is required before the changes become effective at their 
schools. 

Deliberation Begins on Asphalt Plant 

Rochester Planning Board 
By Laura Fedak Pedulli 
After six months of testimony on a proposed 
bituminous asphalt plant in the industrial section of 
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northeastern Rochester, the Planning Board finally closed 
the public hearing. The plant, which would process 
about 2,200 tons of asphalt per day, has been opposed by 
numerous abutters, including two residential abutters, 
Tedesco Realty and Rochester Bituminous Plant. The 
Planning Board is required to render a decision by May 
30. 

At its May 17 meeting, the board heard a few 
more comments from the abutter's legal representative. 
Ken Sullivan of Mintz Levin, and board member 
Ben Bailey prior to closing the public hearing. Mr. 
Bailey particularly took issue with Mintz Levin's 
characterization of his response to an appraisal study. 
Essentially, in a closing letter on the project, Mintz 
Levin called the board's member analysis of the plant's 
appraisal impact study as ''incompetent". In response, Mr. 
Bailey explained in detail why he felt the methodologies 
used were inadequate and said the expert hired by Mintz 
Levin "was so far off from the standards of his profession, 
its malfeance." 

Mintz Levin's Mr. Sullivan did not respond to 
Mr. Bailey's reasoning but did say that the board member 
is not an appraisal expert so his testimony should not be 
considered. 

At this point, applicants Timothy Higgins and 
Jerry Lorusso of Edgewood Development indicated their 
preference to close the public hearing, which the board 
subsequently did. For the next two and a half hours, the 
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board considered the parameters of possible conditions 
it would attach it an approval, if rendered. Town Planner 
John Charbonneau provided an extensive list of impact 
areas to discuss, which the board went through line-by- 
line, however he said, "what we discuss tonight is not in 
the final record/' 

The board discussed Edge wood Development's 
need to comply with various state regulations, including 
sound, light regulations and receipt of an air permit, as 
well as the requirement of implementing stormwater 
management systems. Additionally, the board agreed that 
the applicant would need to install a misting system to 
moisten pavement to control dust. Mr. LoRusso added 
that the plant would have a blue smoke capture system to 
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control odor, thus the load-out area would not require an 
enclosed area to mitigate this impact. 

In response to a suggestion from Mr. 
Charbonneau to require deodorant on cement to control 
the smell. Abutter Mike D' Acci noted that this would just 
exchange one bad smell for another. The board agreed to 
nix the idea. 

On the topic of lighting mitigation, the board 
opted to continue that discussion when board member 
Peter Geldmacher, who was absent, could contribute 
ideas. Mr. Geldmacher works in the facilities department 
at UMass Dartmouth and has expertise on the matter. 

Some board members continued to have concerns 
about the impact of truck traffic at Route 28 and King's 
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Highway, and the board determined that some signage 
would be necessary. Chairman Arnie Johnson said it is 
appropriate for the applicant to pay for these signs, as 
the traffic impact of their site would necessitate them. In 
particular, the board recommended signage prohibiting 
parking along Route 28. 

On the sound issue. Town Counsel Blair Bailey 
recommended to the board that the applicant pay for the 
town to hire an expert to monitor sound levels regularly 
to ensure compliance. 

The board agreed that hours to construct the 
facility should be from 7:00 am to 5:00 pm Monday 
through Friday. Mr. LoRusso noted that two to 
three months of site work would take place prior to 
construction. It would take another two to three months 
to physically assemble and erect the plant, he said. 

On a related matter, the board determined that 
the plant should not operate from December 1 through 
March 31, but did not yet agree on operating hours during 
the days of the week. The board said that Edgewood 
Development should be required to inform locals when 
night hour operation would occur by posting a sign and 
abutter notifications. 

The board is scheduled to render a decision on 
the plant at its next meeting on Tuesday, May 24. 



ORR Gets Flashing Traffic Signals 

ORR School Committee

A regular meeting of the Old Rochester Regional 
School District was called to order by Chairman 
Peter Bangs at 6:00 pm on Wednesday, May 13 in the 
Superintendent's Conference room. Committee members 
Tom Shire, Paula Meere, Charles Motta, Robin Rounseville 
and Nick Decas were present. 

Prior to opening the meeting, Donald Bamberger, 
President of the Mattapoisett Lions Club and Deb 
Martin, President of the Rochester Lions Club presented 
a check for $1,000 to Superintendent Doug White for 
the "activities account" at the high school to assist 
students who can't afford athletic fees. The funds were 
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raised during the Harlem Ambassadors basketball 
fundraising event held at the high school last month. Mr. 
Bamberger said that additional checks were given in the 
amount of $250 each to Rochester Memorial School, Old 
Hammondtown and Center School. 

Superintendent Doug White reported that the 
committee needed to hold two open public meetings 
to discuss and vote on the issues of School Choice and 
Internet Safety. The public hearing began on the topic of 
School Choice and ORR Principal Mike DevoU provided 
details about the program saying next year would be the 
third year of the program and that it was going very well, 
with additional slots opening up at both the junior and 
senior high. 

Under the program, students entering grades 
7-12, from outside the district, can apply to attend the 
junior and senior high school and their sending districts 
pay tuition. "We use the revenue to offset the cost of 
doing business at the high school," said Mr. White. Next 
year, a total of 52 slots will be available under the School 
Choice program. 

Mr. DevoU said that of the top ten students 
graduating this year, four of them are School Choice 
students. "Mr. ORR is a School Choice student also," he 
added. The committee voted to approve the program for 
the coming year. 

The public hearing for the Internet Safety topic 
was then opened. Mr. White said that the schools were 
using the best technology available, called Joebox, which 
"makes sure that inappropriate material is not getting 
through to our students and staff," said Mr. White. The 
committee voted to approve the current Internet safety 
program, and the public hearing was closed. 

Latin teacher, Judy Pretat, spoke next and said 
that she was seeking permission to take 28 students 
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and five chaperones on a trip to Rome from February 16 
though 24, 2012. "We used to do this trip, but after 9/11, 
we stopped,'' said Ms. Pretat. The trip would be run by 
Educational Tours, an organization specializing in student 
tours. ''WeTl fundraise to help offset the costs,'' said Ms. 
Pretat. The committee voted to approve the request. 

Principal Devoll discussed the current status 
of the classical and modern languages program. "We 
can't run a class with under 15 students in it," he said. 
Mr. Devoll, after discussing the issue with the language 
department teachers, is proposing to blend several classes 
such as AP Spanish with Spanish Honors 4 and 5. Mr. 
Devoll said he had inquired at various high schools and 
found that other schools are already blending language 
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classes for the same reason, class size. 

Mattapoisett Police Chief Mary Lyons spoke to 
the committee on the policy on drug dogs. The dogs can 
be requested when the district suspects drug activity at 
the school. 

The new policy is being presented and committee 
members are being asked to review it and give any 
suggestions or comments on it. ''The dogs never come 
in contact with the students/' said Ms. Lyons. The dogs 
can be used to sniff cars in both the student and teachers' 
parking lots, she said, and empty classrooms and areas 
where backpacks are sitting in a hallway while students 
are elsewhere. 

"We want to keep the high school safe for our 
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students and faculty," said Mr White. Chief Lyons said 
that the dogs are brought in from elsewhere and that 
Mattapoisett Police does not have a canine patrol. The 
policy will be discussed again at the next meeting. 

Chief Lyons said that the new flashing school 
signs were installed and operational this week and that 
tree trimming will occur on the Marion side of the school 
to help motorists see the flashing signals from a further 
distance. 

Both principals reported on the school 
improvement plans for 2012. Kevin Brogioli, principal of 
the junior high, said that the all school book for next year 
is The Revealers, which ties in with the new anti-bullying 
policy. 

In the Facilities Director's report, Steve Murphy 
said that, as part of a beautification program, bleachers 
with stadium seating have been installed for spectators 
and players of the girl's Softball team. 

The financial report was presented by Ms. Isernio 
who requested a vote by the committee to approve 
$384,373 for Excess and Deficiency, which is being 
returned to the towns. Mattapoisett will receive $138,912. 
Marion will receive $107,586 and Rochester will receive 
$137,875 as a result of this vote. The funds represent the 
return of assessments in the fiscal year 2011 budget. 

The minutes from the regular session on April 13, 
2011 were accepted as presented. 

With no more business to come before the board.

School Report 

It's the Last Week for Seniors!

This marks the last week of school at Old 
Rochester Regional for the class of 2011, as the seniors 
will attend their last classes on May 20. The following 
week, the seniors will be in the building to take their 
finals (although the seniors who have a 90 average in 
their classes are exempt from this requirement, according 
to this year's senior privileges). Then, the seniors will be 
gone except for their graduation rehearsals, the senior 
assembly, senior awards night and graduation itself.

If the guidance office doesn't have a copy of the 
acceptance letter, you might not get recognition for your 
accomplishment, so be sure to stop by and turn it in!

If there 
seems to be an issue with your schedule, or if you want 
to modify it in any way - add an elective, drop a class, 
change a level - you must make an appointment with 
your guidance counselor through the guidance secretary, 
Ms. Bertrand, before June 1. After June 1, there will be 
no more changes to the schedules. Make sure to get an 
appointment as soon as you can - do not leave this to 
the last minute, especially if your schedule needs a lot of 
work! 

Juniors and seniors of Old Rochester Regional are 
encouraged to sign up during lunches at the cafeteria for 
the "Distracted Driving" simulation on Monday, May 30. 
By signing up and running the simulation, you get a $15 
gas card - useful with the high prices right now. Make 
sure to sign up for the simulation while there are spaces 
still open!

A site plan review approval granted under this section shall lapse within two (2) years, not including such time required 
to pursue or await the determination of an appeal from the grant thereof or any other permit or license issued in 
connection therewith, if a substantial use t hereof has not sooner commenced or in the case of a permit for construction, 
if construction was not begun by such date. This time period may be extended for an additional one (1) year period at 
the discretion of the Planning Board, provided an application for said extension was filed prior to the expiration of the

ARTICLE 12: ROCHESTER WATER SUPPLY - NEW BEDFORD COMPENSATION 

To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of Selectmen together with the Board of Water Commissioners 
to petition the legislature for a Special Act, entitled "An Act Further Compensating the Town of Rochester for Water 
Facilities", to require the City of New Bedford to remit payment to the Town of Rochester in the amount of ten cents 
($0.10) for each one thousand (1,000) gallons of water it sells, or provides by agreement including any compensation, 
to other communities; and to take all actions necessary for adoption of such Special Act and for implementation of any 
Special Act adopted in connection therewith, or take any action relative thereto. 

ARTICLE 13: ROCHESTER WATER SUPPLY - POND YIELD 

To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of Selectmen together with the Board of Water Commissioners 
to petition the legislature for a Special Act, entitled "An Act to Preserve Public Water Supply in Assawompset Ponds 
Complex Communities", to reserve a percentage of the Maximum Safe Yield for public water supply, as determined 
by the Massachusetts Department of Environmental Protection, for the use or future use of communities directly 
abutting Assawompset, Pocksha, Great Quittacas, Little Quittacas and Long Ponds; said percentage to be determined in 
consultation with DEP and surrounding communities; and to take all actions necessary for adoption of such Special Act 
and for implementation of any Special Act adopted in connection therewith, or take any action relative thereto. 

ARTICLE 14: PURCHASE OF PROPERTY OFF MARION ROAD 

To see if the Town of Rochester will vote to appropriate the sum of $45,000.00 (to be reimbursed by an awarded 
Buzzards Bay National Estuary Program grant) for the purpose of purchasing for conservation and passive recreation 
purposes, a portion of a property shown as Lot 20 on Rochester Assessors Map 6 on Marion Road containing 
approximately 29-acres; that said land be managed and controlled by the Conservation Commission of the Town of 
Rochester, and that the Conservation Commission is authorized to grant a Conservation Restriction to be held on said 
property by the Rochester Land Trust, Inc.; and that the Conservation Commission be authorized to file on behalf 
of the Town of Rochester any and all applications deemed necessary for grants and /or reimbursements from the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts deemed necessary and/or any others in any way connected with the scope of this 
Article, and the Town of Rochester and the Conservation Commission be authorized to enter into all agreements and 
execute any and all instruments as may be necessary on behalf of the Town of Rochester to affect said purchase and 
obtain said grants or reimbursement; or take any other action thereon. 

ARTICLE 15: AQUIFER PROTECTION WOLF ISLAND ROAD 

To see if the Town of Rochester will vote to appropriate the sum of $20,506.00 for the purpose of purchasing for 
aquifer protection, conservation and passive recreation purposes, a certain property, together with buildings thereon, 
shown as Lot 6 on Rochester Assessors Map 3 on Wolf Island Road containing approximately 10.7 acres; that said 
land be managed and controlled by the Conservation Commission of the Town of Rochester, and that the Conservation 
Commission is authorized to grant a Conservation Restriction to be held on said property by the Board of Public 
Works, acting as the Water Commissioners, for the Town of Fairhaven; and that the Conservation Commission be 
authorized to file on behalf of the Town of Rochester any and all applications deemed necessary for grants and /or 
reimbursements from the Commonwealth of Massachusetts deemed necessary and/or any others in any way connected 
with the scope of this Article, and the Town of Rochester and the Conservation Commission be authorized to enter into 
all agreements and execute any and all instruments as may be necessary on behalf of the Town of Rochester to affect 
said purchase and obtain said grants or reimbursement; or take any other action thereon. 

ARTICLE 16: ROCHESTER HISTORIC DISTRICT COMMISSION AND HISTORIC DISTRICT

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On Monday, May 23, Rochester will hold its 
annual town meeting. Residents will have an opportunity 
to vote on the elimination of the Rochester Historic 
District and the Rochester Historic District Commission. 
This has never been done in Massachusetts. Towns see the 
value of historic districts and choose to maintain them. 
They help stabilize (and in many cases increase) the value 
of properties within the town. This warrant is the result 
of a petition brought forward by a district resident whose 
previous attempt to eliminate the district several years 
ago was defeated. 

Massachusetts General Law requires that a study 
be performed by the Commission because of this warrant. 
The Commission worked diligently for eight months 
on the report to insure its accuracy It is now completed 
and the report has been submitted to the Massachusetts 
Historical Commission for its review. Chapter 40 C, 
Section 3 of the M.G. L. also states that no vote can be 
held in less than 60 days following the completed report 
and that a public hearing must be held no sooner than 15 
days from that.

The Rochester Historic District Commission is 
gravely concerned that the district residents, who will be 
affected most by this vote, have not had an opportunity to 
be heard.

Marion Wastewater Lagoons Report 

The public is invited to an information session 
hosted by the Coalition for Buzzard's Bay to discuss 
the findings of a recent investigation of the Marion 
Wastewater Treatment Plant Lagoons. The information 
session will be held on Wednesday, May 25 at 7:00 pm at 
the Marion Music Hall. 

In winter 2010, the Coalition partnered with 
the Marion Board of Selectmen to investigate whether 
wastewater lagoons at the Marion Wastewater Treatment 
Facility are leaching into groundwater and adding 
nitrogen pollution to Sippican Harbor. Over the spring, 
summer, and fall the environmental consulting firm 
Horsley Witten Group gathered information about the 



lagoons and groundwater flow in the area. According 
to the Coalition, the results suggest that the retention 
lagoons at the Marion Wastewater Facility are leaching 
and contributing nitrogen to the groundwater. The 
Coalition has made this conclusion based on sampling of 
monitoring wells around the lagoons, which showed total 
nitrogen concentration levels greater than 50 times above 
expected natural background levels. Additionally, it was 
determined by the Coalition that groundwater is flowing 
in all directions, ultimately impacting Sippican Harbor, 
Aucoot Cove, and the Benson Brook /Sippican- We weantic 
River system. 

The information session will include introductory 
remarks from Mark Rasmussen of the Bay Coalition who

nearly 190 other local departments, is launching a high- 
visibility seat belt enforcement blitz called "Click It or 
Ticket''.

Wedding Crashers

Bridesmaids. Starring Kristen Wiig and Maya 
Rudolph. Directed by Paul Feig. Running time: 125 
minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

There hasn't been much competition so far — nor, 
I would guess, will there be — so calling Bridesmaids 
the great American mainstream comedy of the year 
may not sound like much. But here is a film that stars 
and is written by women; that offers, amid some degree 
of raunch, the sound of adults talking honestly to each 
other; that is about something. And the something it's 
about is rarely the stuff of multiplex humor. It's about 
watching old friends grow apart from you, by marriage 
or, more interestingly, by class ascension. When Kristen 
Wiig stands in a bridal shop and watches her fellow 
bridesmaids coo over an $800 dress, while she quietly 
tries to draw attention to a less obnoxiously expensive 
one that she probably still can't readily afford, the film is 
tapping into something: The only people who deny there 
are class divides in this country are those rich enough not 
to have to think about it. 

Wiig plays Annie Walker, a loser — a good 
person, but self- sabotaging, sliding too easily into self- 
pity. We can empathize with her while still diagnosing 
her issues: Nobody in the film is as cruel to her as she is 
to herself. Wiig, who cowrote Bridesmaids with Annie 
Mumolo (who appears as a scared airplane passenger 
seated next to Wiig), makes this woman funny without 
sanding her edges off or stooping to caricature. Annie 
is flailing, and the impending marriage of her childhood 
friend Lillian (Maya Rudolph) just magnifies all of 
Annie's demons. Presented with Lillian's new best friend 
Helen (Rose Byrne), who's loaded and can afford the best 
things for Lillian's wedding, Annie pretty much loses it. 
The wedding itself is almost inconsequential: it's Helen 
and everything she represents that make Annie crazy. 

And yet Wiig and Mumolo, with director Paul 
Feig, refuse to turn Helen into a hissable rich bitch. 
Farcical, awkward things happen in Bridesmaids, but 
they happen to recognizable people. Helen isn't aware of 




how much she's hurting Annie, because Annie is the one 
hurting herself; Annie can't let go of the past, because her 
present sucks and her future doesn't look great either. She 
doesn't feel worthy of a true relationship, wasting herself 
in a friends-with-benefits role with a caddish Jon Hamm 
and distancing herself from a cop (Chris O'Dowd) who's 
smitten with her. Annie's bakery died in the recession, and 
the cop wants her to go back to baking; he doesn't get that 
she might not want to, or that she might not know what 
she wants. 

Bridesmaids is full of flawed but fleshed-out 
people, which is why I can get this far into the review 
without mentioning the show-stopping slapstick gross-out 
pieces, which, honestly, just seem thrown in to go for the 
big gut laughs. I laughed harder at an early bit between 
Annie and Helen each trying to one-up each other's 
expressions of love for Lillian; the scene is the whole 
movie in microcosm. A later scene aboard an airplane 
bound for Vegas is an addled comic triumph for Wiig and 
for Mitch Silva as the flight attendant trying to deal with 
her. The film also has mordant things to say about how 
little esteem kids have for their parents, who perhaps have 
raised them to have too much self-esteem. And there's 
the late Jill Clayburgh in a nice swan song as Annie's 
mom, and the comedy powerhouse Melissa McCarthy 
as a woman whose high-school torments pushed her to 
greatness — she's so comfortable with herself she puts 
everyone else to shame; she wants what she wants and 
sees no reason not to go after it. If Bridesmaids has a hero, 
it is McCarthy's Megan, who knows where the nukes 
are and finds interesting things to do with a federal air 
marshal and a sandwich.
